BATTLE RAGING WITH MOORS. 
MADRID, Spain, July 1',).—Official dis

The Moorish cav 
airy made a concerted attack on thi 
Spanish headquarters, swarming dowi 
from all directions and firing their guns 
as they approached. The tribesmen dis 
played fanatical bravery, and their'head 
long charge was only stopped hy a dead 
ly tire from the-Spanish batteries. The 
Moors returned to the attack during the 
night, and the buttle is still raging this 
morning. The Spanish losses a're impor- 
tant, among the dead being a lieutenant 
colonel, a commandant and a captain.

;he clergyman's family. Then Mrs. Far- 
mer left'De Kalb, announcing that she 
would visit relatives ill the east. She

The clergyman declared; when he of- 


fered, his resignation, that an attempt 
had been made to blackmail him by .1 
Chicago • detective, saying the latter had 
told his wife he was leading a double, 
life. 


•According to his version of the story, 


this detective, after informing Mrs. Far- 
mer that he was paying too much at- 
tention to a woman in Chicago, went te 
him and demanded ?100, declaring that 
if the money was not givqn the detec- 
tive would spread the story broadcast 
through DeKiilk.

Jacob Dietrich, one of the pioneers and 


prominent retired business men of .Ra- 
cine, died at D;10 o'clock, this^morning, 
at his home, 934 Wisconsin street, of 
heart failure'. -While it was known that 
5Ir, Dietrich was in impaired health on 
account of his advanced age,, the 
an- 


nouncement of his death will be learned 
with sincere sorrow and regret by those 
who have known him for more than half 
a century. 


Deceased was born on the 27th day 


of November, 1826, in Diedermohr, Ger- 
many. It was in the year of 184G that 
he came to Racine and settled here. His 
early avocation was that of a carpen- 
ter, and cabinet maker, which trade he 
followed until -the year of 18.56 or 18.38. 
when he entered into the dry goods and 
grocery business with Gerhardt Thelcn. 
This tirm continued HE til the early six- 
ties and dissolved, Mr. Dietrich continu- 
ing the business in the building at the 
northwest, corner of Sixth and-Wiscon- 
sin streets, until the year 1892, when he 
retired from active business life. 


Was Devout Churrtunan. 


Besides being a busino*fc man of prom- 


inence Mr. Dietrich was interested in 
church affairs, having been a member of 
the St. Mary's Catholic church during 
his entire residence in-the city. He was 
at the head of-a committee that prac- 
tically tore down the old church and 
erected the new and magnificent edifice 
that stands on the corner of College ave- 
nue and Eighth streets. 
He was also 


chairman ,of the committee that -built 
the St. Mary's hospital and to these 
worthy structures he devoted weeks and 
months of time. 


In all of his business transactions and 


as- a. citizen, he was honest and upright, 
always ready and anxious to promote 
anything that was for the welfare of his 
town and he never 
refused 
assistance 


and hard work for a worthy charitable 
cause. Few men have passed away in 
recent years who will be missed more 
than Mr. Dietrich. 


He was marrie<i in the year 1S4D to 


Miss Barbara, Gentz. 
She with three 


sons, Charles M., Joseph M., and Andrew 
Dietrich,-nil of this city, survive 
to 


mourn his death. 


During his long residence in Racine 


Mr. Dietrich held many offices of trust, 
nnd he was a member of the city coun- 
cil from the Fourth ward, in the sixties. 
These positions he filled \with the same 
care that he looked after his private af- 
fairs. 


The funeral will take place on Monday 


morning at 9 o'clock from the St. Mary's 
church.
